Brief History Of Zhyne Jnstitute 

1876-1953 

This year rounds out seventy-seven years of service which Thyne Institute has rendered to 
the people of southside Virginia. Seventy-seven years ago Mr. John J. Ashenhurst gathered 
together a few boys in an uncomfortable, poorly equipped room in Chase City, and began a work 
which later developed into Thyne Institute. Soon after the work was begun, Mr. John Thyne 
erected a school building on a small tract of land one mile north of Chase City, and deeded the 
property to the Freedman's Board of the United Presbyterian Church. Into this building the school 
was moved with Mr. Ashenhurst as principal. In recognition of the generosity of Mr. Thyne, the 
school was named Thyne Institute. 

For a number of years the work was confined to the elementary grades, but when the need 
of higher education was apparent, additional subjects were added to the course. In a few years 
the curriculum embraced enough subjects entitled the school to be classed as a standard High 
School. The first class was graduated in 1896. On the campus are four buildings, a large three - 
story brick school building. Hunter's Hall, Vincent Hall, and the principal's home. 

The school has had nine principals: The Rev. John J. Ashenhurst, Dr. Matthew Clark, Rev. 
John A. Ramsey, Rev. J. H. Veazey, Dr. James M. Moore, Dr. George E. Henderson, Dr. F. 
W. Wilson, Miss Rosalie Wilson and Mr. E. N. Taliaferro. 

In the summer of 1906 Dr. Frank W. Wilson came to Thyne to assume the role of principal 
and pastor. He was a brilliant scholar, unusual in executive ability, a great teacher and a Chris¬ 
tian gentleman. He found a faculty of three high school and four elementary teachers. Dr. Wilson 
was a courageous man who did not falter in the face of adversity. Under his leadership the school 
continued to develop and the high scholastic standards which he established bore rich fruit, for in 
1914 the school was accredited by the State Department of Education. 

An outstanding feature of this administration was the celebration of the 50th anniversary of 
the school with Mr. Ashenhurst, the founder, returning to give the commencement address. 

After serving faithfully for thirty-six years Dr. Wilson was succeeded in 1941 by his daughter. 
Miss Rosalie Wilson, who directed the school for five years. 

As the years passed by the need for education in the hands of the commonwealth became more 
evident. The American Board of Missions felt that the time was at hand when they should with¬ 
draw their support from the school at Chase City, and lend it to the localities that were more in 
need of their aid. 

In the spring of 1946, Mecklenburg County purchased Thyne Institute and assumed the re¬ 
sponsibility of operating the first public high school for Negroes in Chase City area. And so it 
was that in September 1946, Thyne opened its doors under a new board of control, with its first 
Negro principal, Emmett Nelson Taliaferro. He found a faculty of twelve teachers andan enroll¬ 
ment of 399. Those on the faculty were Mesdames W. S. Yancey, L. G. Farrar, F. G. Oliver, 
I. H. Pierce, W. G. Wilson, S. Salley, M. Robinson, F. Jones, Miss E. David, C. Lancaster, 
Mr. Howard Robinson, and Mr. E. N. Taliaferro, Principal. 

This marks the end of Thyne's service. It is impossible to enumerate all of her accomplish¬ 
ments that took place during these seventy-seven years. We only know that she has been with us 
through the years and that her influence will continue to be felt, filling the lives of her sons and 
daughters with beauty, truth and usefulness.
